Our rela- 
tions with the company are of the most ami- 
cable character and we try and conduct our

The engineers and firemen on the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne & Chicago have also made 
a request for a slight increase in pay and a 
reform in the method of making up the pay- 
roll. The engineers are now 8 29 
cents an hour and have asked for a uniform 
rate of 8 a day. The system now in opera- 
tion does not allow the engineer or fireman 
any pay for lost time while on a tri The 
men are paid in fact by the trip at the rate 
of 29 cents an hour, provided schedule time 
is made. Incase of a snow blockade or a 
washout the trains are sometimes delayed 
for hours and days, for which they receive 
nothing. The firemen ask for 52 a day, or an 
increase of 35 cents over the present scale. 
Several of the firemen and engineers were 
questioned about the alleged probability of a 
strike, but without exception. they denied 
that there was any such prospect at this end 
of the line. 8 

“There is some loud talk at Pittsburg 
among the Pan-Handle men,“ said an en- 
gineer, “and the rumor has drifted to Chi- 
cago. We are not ing the pay that the 
men on several of the other roads are receiv- 
ing, and think we are justified in asking for

The main reason of the 
company for not acting upon the question 
more prom is that it would precipitate a 
general strike on alleast-bound roads. If it 
grants the demand of the men, of course the 
employés on all other east-bound roads wil 
aemand a corresponding increase in wages, 
and it does not like to incur the responsibili- 
ty of having forced other lines to advance 
wages against their will. If it declines to 
grant the request of its men it is almost cer- 
tain that they will inaugurate a strike.

A JOLIET EDITOR'S GRIEVANCE. 


Accusing the Chief of Police of Malicious- 
ly Arresting Him. 

Jotrer, III., Jan. 12.—(Svecial.}—I. V. Park, 
editor of the Daily Hapress, was arrested this 
afternoon by Chief of Police Blood, as Mr. Park 
left the court-house, where he had been all the 
afternoon, reporting a Supervisors’ meeting. At 
the police station he was searched like a criminal 
and locked up in a cell, being booked on a charge 
of being drunk in the streets. The news of the 
arrest spread rapidly, and ina short time many 
prominent citizens and business men went to the 
station, and, Mr. Park’s attorney being among 
them, bail was fixed, and Park was released, to 
have an examination tomorrow morning. Park's 
friends say he isa man who never gets drunk, 
and that he had been reporting the doings of the 
board all day. Many members of the board ex- 

ressed their astonishment at his arrest. 

t is cha that the arrest was 
due to malice. Mr. Park has been vigorously 
charging in his paper ever since New Year's 
profiigacy, druakenness, and incompetence in the 
police and fire departments, more particularly 
on the part of Chief of Police Blood and Fire 
Marshal. Kramer. After the first charge the 
Chief ot the Fire Department is said to have 
gone to the Azpress office, and. in the presence 
of five witnesses. confessed the truth of the 
charges and promised to reform. His confession 
caused indignation among the members of both 
departments. and he came out in a card in an- 
other paper denying his confession. This caused 
the Hzpress to be more severe than ever on both 
ro pesca and on the Mayor. Park has re- 
tained counsel, and after his examination to- 
morrow he will, it is said, commence proceed- 
ings against the city and the bondsmen of the 
Chief of Police for false imprisonment and ma- 
licious prosecution, claiming damages in $10,000.

CHINESE MUST BE EXCLUDED. 


Senator Mitchell in Behalf of His Bill to 
Bar the Country’s Doors.

STATE LABOR CONVENTION,» 


The Meeting at Peoria Adjourns After 
Adopting a Platform. 

ProriA, III., Jan. 12,—[Special.]—The State 
Labor Convention finished up its business today 
and adjourned to meet at Bloomington at the 
time that may be designated by the Executive 
Committee. At the morning session the report 
of Treasurer McLogan was read and adopted. 
Also a report from the Committee on Ways and 
Means that the association adopt a design and 
have it patented, to be used by such 
business firms as wil] agree to handle 
none but union-made goods. The Com- 
mittee on Platform made a lengthy report 
condemning the corporation, pool, and trust sys- 
tem, declaring that the only remedy for the 
evils lies in a change of laws, and calling 
upon the millions of laborers’ to assist 
the poorer at the polle and elect officers 
who will make, construe, and administer 
laws by which these corporations will be made 
the servants, not the masters, of the people. In 
the afternoon, the first thing to come up was the 
report of the Committee on Political Action, ap- 
pointed last evening. It was adopted without 
much discussion, and provides for a committee 
to call a convention of all the labor organizations 
of the State. A resolution was adopted request- 
ing laboring men to abstain from king Mil- 
waukee beer. A Chicagodelegate pushed through 
a resolution demanding more street-cars on the 
Chicago lines, and a resolution expressing sym- 
pathy with the Peoria street-car drivers, who 
are endeavoring to obtain an increase of 
wages, was also adopted. A stormy dis- 
cussion . ensued when it was roposed 
to exclude the German papers of — 
in the usual vote of thanks to the local press. ow- 
ing to the fact that they did not employ union 
printers, but the association finally decided to 
exclude them, The platform finally adopted 
calls for protection for miners and railway em- 
pes as well as codperative associations, for 
ree books in the 1 schools, for an arbitra- 
tion law to settle labor difficulties, as well as an 
apprentice law.

SUICIDE OR ACCIDENT. 


A Prominent New York Rallroad Man Dies 
Under Peculiar Circumstances.

AVERAGE PRICES. 

The following table shows the average an- 
nual prices of a number of leading articles in 
the Chicago market at wholesale for fifteen 
years past. It is compiled from the yearly 
averages given in Tux TRIBUNE annual review 
for each of the years named, which were on 
a currency basis when gold was at a premium. 
These figures are not the highest and lowest 
reached during the period stated, but the ta- 
ble presents a fairer view of the nominal 
range of values from one year to another 
than if it gave the limits reached by fluctua- 
tion in the several markets. The standard 
grade is referred to in each case: 
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The prices for last year, compared with 
those of 1886, are nearly the same on bread- 
stuffs, some 25 per cent higher on hogs and 
hog products, but 12 per cent lower on cattle, 
and otherwise are not far from 5 per cent 
higher, coffee being carried out of the range 


by a phenomenal advance, while iron rose fully 


10 per cent. The year recently closed was 
the first in a series of several to exhibita 
reaction from an almost steady decline in 
quoted values, the result of which was avery 


large augmentation in the purchasing power 


of the doliar. The figures are very suggest- 
ive in this respect. The general average for 
last year is fully 30 per cent less in currency, 
or 22 per 1 less in gold, than that of the 
year succeeding the panic of 1878, while it is 
fully 20 per cent less than that of 1881. 


THE IOWA PROHIBITION MUDDLE.

The contempt and disregard of law here 
testified to by the Chief Executive of the 
State in a formal communication to the Leg- 
islature are certainly discreditable to a 
State like Iowa. The Judges of the courts— 
reputable men, members of an honorable pro- 
fession and placed on the bench by popular 
suffrage—are accused of conscienceless dis- 
regard of their sworn duties, and improved 
methods are demanded for their suspension 
or removal from office. It is rare that the 
Executive Department of a State Government 
makes such an indictment of officers belong - 
ing to the judiciai branch or that facts 
justify such unusual action. According 
to the statement of the Governor a spirit of 
lawlesness exists in certain districts in lowa 
so pervading and deep-seated that it governs 
the courts and makes the execution of the 
prohibitory statute impossible. 

But what can the Legislature do in re- 
sponse to the Governor’s appeal? Investiga- 
tion is useless since the facts are plain 
as day and conceded by all factions. For 
instance, a recent dispatch from Dubuque 
says public sentiment. there is so “ over- 
whelmingly against prohibition as to render 
it almost an impossibility to convict a saloon- 
keeper or brewer and close his business.” 
The handful of Prohibitionists at Dubuque

is wholly inadequate to the task of govern- 


| ing a community against its will. A Judge 


can enforce the law only when he has the 
support of public opinion, the aid of efficient 
Sheriffs and Constables, and the testimony of 
truthful witnesses. All these aids are lack- 
ing in the rebellious sections of Iowa. Sher- 
iffs and Constables connive at the violation 
of law, witnesses perjure themselves without 
seruple, and voters decapitate the Judge who 
attempts the impossible task of enforcing 
prohibition. Whatever the personal 
desires of the Judges may be they 


the voters will dlect to the vacancies men still 
less disposed to enforce prohivition or less 
capable of so doing. If the Governor had 
the appointment of the Judges he might se- 
lect some indomitable Prohibitionists to sit 
in a defiant district and see what he could 
accomplish with the aid of perjured wit- 
nesses and unfaithful Sheriffs and Constables. 
But the people in the refractory districts 
elect the Judges as well as the Sheriffs and 
directly control the entire constabulary. 

The only question for the lowa Legislature 
is whether it will apply physical force to the 
anti-prohibition districts or not. In no other 
manner can these communities be ruled con- 
trary to the will of the people. It would not 
be sufficient to take away from cities and 
counties the right to elect local officers and 
have officiais appointed by the Governor to 
rule these communities, but it would be nec- 
essary to create a State constabulary 
and back it up with military power. 
Riotous ovtbreaks such as have, attended 
attempted searches and scizures in Iowa 
would have to be suppressed at the point of 
the bayonet. Of course it is not to be sup- 
posed that popuiar suffrage will be restricted 
in lowa, self-government taken away from 
communities, and a resort be had to military 
rule. The only way, therefore, to get rid of 
the present dangerous spirit of lawlesness 
and contempt for the authority of the State 
is to modify the non-enforceabie prohibitory 
statute by substituting high license and local 
option, thus securing a law that can be exe- 
cuted, and subjecfing the liquor traffic to the 
greatest praoticable restraint and inhibition 
in every part of the State. Sooner or later 
that must be the outcome of the prohibition 
muddle in Iowa. 


TARIFF DUTIES IN JAPAN. 

A Chicago paper in an article abounding in 
misinformation, garbled statements, and dis- 
honest argument contends that Japan is an in- 
stance of a country ruined and impoverished 
in consequence of a low tariff admitting En- 
glish pauper-labor goods to her ports on the 
paymentof a mere nominal duty. It is affirmed 
that when Japan first opened her ports to the 
United States in 1854 “the effect was for a 
time magical, and the country seemed en- 
tering on a career of anexampled prosperity 
until the British coerced the Japanese into ad- 
mitting English goods at alow rate, and since 
then all has been misery, poverty, and dis- 
tress. As a matter of fact, the Japanese 
ports were open to Englishmen almost as 
soon as to the Americans, and on nearly 
equal terms. In the same year that 
Commodore Perry secured his treaty—1834 
—Sir James Stirling concluded one opening 
the ports of Hakodate and Nagasaki to Euro- 
pean commerce. Hence if the Journal’s argu- 
ment has any force at all it would seem to be 
an argument in favor of absolute non-inter- 
course between Japan and the rest of the 
world. 

Nor is it wus that Japan has suffered 
wretchedly from the want of a protective 
tariffand the enforced admission of foreign 
goods at a nominal rate. Why should Japan 
need protection from the “ pauper labor” of 
any country in the world when her own 
labor is cheaper and better in proportion to 
cost than that of any nation in Europe? It, 
as ultra high tariffites always assert, pro- 
tection is a question of wages pure 
and simple, Japan could have no in- 
terest in a bounty scheme. With her 
plentiful. supply of diligent, contented, 
cheap labor Japan could compete with 
any country in Europe if other conditions 
were equal and the question was merely one 
of wages. Asa means of protection against 
the inroads and competition of foreign cheap 
labor Japan could not have and never did 
have any interest in a high protective tariff. 

The complaint Japan can justly make against 
England is not that the former was denied 
a protective tariff, but that she was coerced 
into an abandonment of the right to levy 
a tariff high enough to secure the revenw 
needed to support the Government, and in 
consequence had to continue a system of op- 
pressive internal taxation. Limited to a 5 
per cent tariff Japan has had to depend 
upon a Henry George land tax to procure 
revenue. The land tax for 1887 yielded 843, 
151,000, while the amount raised from cus- 
toms was only $2,621,000. To this system of 
excessive land taxation, to wasteful ex- 
penditures in building steel forts and 
equipping the army and navy with costly 
modern guns only to be cast aside for later 


inventions, to the construction of railroads 


in accordance with European models at $100,- 
000 per mile instead of taking the cheaper 
American system at one-tenth the sum for 
narrow-gage roads, and tothe issuance of 
paper currency and its depreciation—to 
these causes the financial embarrassments 
of Japan are to be attributed and not to the 
,lack of an ultra-protective tariff, which could 
only have prostrated the country further. 

What Japan needs is not free trade nor 
high protectionism but a tariff sufficient 
to give a fair amount of revenue and re- 
lease the lands from the burden of George- 
ism. The Japanese, like the people of the 
United States, wart neither one extreme nor 
the other, but a modérate tariff fairly ad- 
justed to supply a due proportion of the rev- 
enues needed by the Government. 

The condition of that country accordingly 
throws no light on the question of tariff 
reform in the United States. Nobody here 
is proposing to reduce the tariff below the 
revenue needs of the Government -and 
make up the deficiency by a levy upon land. 
All that is asked is that surplus revenues be 
cut off and the tariff lowered so as to produce 
no more than the Government needs. 

Nor is it true that Japan is groaning in 
wretchedness from any cause. Notwith- 
standing the mistakes and drawbacks in her 
policy the recent history of Japan is one of 
extraordinary progress and fully justifies the 
statement made by W. E. Griffis, a careful 
student of Japan and author of the 
“ Mikado’s Empire,” that “it is doubtful 
whether history has recorded so sudden and 
thorough a transformation of an entire 
nation” as has taken place among 
the Japanese since 1868. In no part 
of the world can be found a happier’ or 
better contented people. Notwithstanding 
the burdens on the people from wasteful, 
misguided expenditures and the unequal 
method of taxation, the Government raised 
last year a revenue of $74,695,415 with ease, 
and the payment of the public debt proceeds 
rapidly. Japan’s exports of rawsilk, cocoons, 
tea, rice, and other products average more 
than $35,000,000 per annum, and the balance 
of trade in her favor is $7,000,000 a year. 
Japan exports more than she imports in the 
case of every nation in the world except 
Great Britain. 
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ventions their capacity for 
expand and their labor be utilized to the best 
advantage.

does it not cite the example of Spain and 


Mexico, which have had the ultra-protective 
tariff principle in operation for long periods 
of years and commercially. have almost 
ceased to figure in the markets of the world? 


MASSACHUSETTS AND THE BLAIR BILL. 

Mr. A. P. Marble, for many years Superin- 
tendent of Schools at Worcester, Mass., and 
one of the leading educators of that State, 
has written a letter to the New York Myening 
Post, in which he declares, Senator Blair to 
the contrary notwithstanding, that the peo- 
ple of the Old Bay State take no stock in his 
bill for the promotion of mendicancy in the 
South. As Mr. Marble is more likely to be 
correctly informed in this matter than the 
sentimental New Hampshire Senator his 
statement will be accepted by the public as 
official, and as such should have great weight 
with members of Congress who may be dis- 
posed to favor the Blair bill. 

It will add to the intiuence of Mr. Marble’s 
letter that the writer was originally in favor of 
granting National aid to the Southern schools, 
but has been induced to change his opinion 
by watching the remarkable educational 
growth of the South and studying the perni- 
cious effect which appropriations of this kind 
have had. In a general way he urges four 
strong reasons why the bill should not pass: 
First, because the people of the Bouth have 
awakened to the importance u cheir edu- 
cational interests and are developing that 
degree of public activity which can alone 
maintain a successful public-school system; 
second, because the Southern States are as 
well able to establish and keep up their 
schools as any of the new Western States or 
of the older States at the beginning; third, 


that it is certain a large part of the money 


would never be applied to the schools, but 
would be frittered away on other things; 
and, fourth, that in this country it is the 
duty and privilege of the individual to pro- 
vide for himself and take care of 
himseif, and not depend upon the Gov- 
ernment to do it. Mr. Marble might 
have added still another strong reason— 
namely: that the proposed appropriation 
would at once kill out all self-effort 
as well as self-respect, arrest all public inter- 
est and activity, without which no system of 
education can be kept up, and check existing 
progress by deranging and throwing into con- 
fusion everything which has been done and 
which is so full of promise. Every State in 
the South is now on the high road to the ulti- 
mate removal of illiteracy, or its reduction 
to a harmless degree, and is providing educa- 
tion with such a liberal hand that it may be 
safely assumed none of the rising genera- 
tions will be illiterates. 

Mr. Marble further strengthens his letter 
by a revelation of the manner in which pre- 
tended indorsements of the Blair folly have 
been secured from the Massachusetts Teach- 
ers’ Association, the American Insti- 
tute of Instruction, and the Depart 
ment of Superintendence of the Na- 
tional Educational Association. In each 
of these cases a minority of the organiza- 
tions assumed to voice the sentiments of the 
majority—an irregularity of proceeding 
which would not be tolerated even in po- 
litical associations, where the standard of 
propriety is not supposed to be as rigid as 
that of persons engaged in education. As 
against this minority sentiment Mr. Marble 
affirms that the teachers of Massachusetis 
do not favor the Biair bill or any other bill 
on the subject. The sentiment of the teach- 
ersis shared by the people of that State, 
There is not a paper of any importance in 
Massachusetts that supports the measure. 
The change in sentiment, indeed, has been 
very striking, but the same change is manifest 
everywhere else where any attention has been 
given to the objects of this pernicious meas- 


ure. It will not bear investigation, and the | 


strongest argument against it comes from the 
South itself, whose educational progress is 
sound, healthy, and full of promise for the 
future. The bill is not only unnecessary but 
mischievous and dangerous bota in its letter 
and its spirit. 


WHERE HAS THE GAS INSPECTOR BEEN? 

Gas-Inspector Quirk’s report, of which a 
summary was given yesterday, does not seem 
to be a specially lucid or valuable document. 
He gives some statistics concerning the 
amount of gas said to have been furnished to 
the city by the trust company, the number 
of lamps that have been broken, and the 
number of test meters that have been used; 
but ho is quite silent as to the inferiority of 
the gas in the South and North Divisions of 
the city and as to such other matters relating 
to the subject in which the public is espe- 
cially interested. The statistics moreover, are 
presented in such a way that they have no 
meaning to the average citizen. The Alder- 
men who are trying to bring about a satis- 
factory solution of the gas question obtain 
no assistance from them. While the peo- 
ple of the North and South Divisions 
of the city have been complaining of the 
quality of the gas this high-priced Gas In- 
spector has been as dumb as an oyster. It 
was his sworn duty to make proper report of 
the inferior quality of the gas. Sec. 868 of 
the Municipal Code provides that the Gas In- 
spector shall from time to time make photo- 
metrical tests of the quality of the gas fur- 
nished by the gas companies, and shall com- 
municate to the City Council the results of 
such tests.“ Has the City Gas Inspector ever 
read this section of the ordinance governing 
his duties? If he has, why has he not acted 
on it? It looks very much as though the Gas 
Inspector was determined to justify the gen- 
eral prediction of uselesness and inefficiency 
made concerning him at the time of his ap- 
pointment. His aim seems to be to collect

ENGLISH FAVORING COMMERCIAL UNION. 

A special cable dispatch from London to 
the Toronto Mail says: The feeling is rap- 
idly growing that as commercial union would 
greatly promote the prosperity of the Domin- 
ion it is desirable in the interests of British 
investors. This view has been put forward 
in two or three Liberal newspapers and is 
favored by several prominent members of 
the Peace Society who have just returned 
from a visit to the United States and Can- 
ada. ö 

This is a strong and encouraging sign for 
commercial union, and as time goes on it 
will grow still more encouraging. The posi- 
tion to which the Canadian opponents of 
commercial union have clung most obsti- 
nately is the disfavor with which it 
would be regarded and the opposition 
it would have to encounter in England. The 
English people, however, are always alive to 


their own interests, and as it becomes more 


and more apparent to them that whatever 
will enhance the material prosperity of Can- 
ada wiil correspondingly enhance their own, 
we may expect to see the commercial union 
sentiment grow stronger and stronger in the 
mother country. So far as the Dominion 
itself is concerned it is idle to question thas 
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they ship, as they send us no free-list 


On the other hand, the prices of American 


creased toa hundred millions or more. Could 
such an increase be otherwise than beneficial 
to England? It is idle to assert that 
commercial union would be a protective 
tariff against England. Canada has had a 
protective tariff against England for twenty 
years, and it has doubled in that time. Cana- 
da now coliects about 10 per cent lower aver- 
age duty on English goods than we do, and 
as there is every probability that our tariff 
will be lowered sufficiently to meet theirs 
what difference will it make if the same tariff 
is enforced jointly or separately! If there 
were any difference it would be in England’s 
favor, as the Canadians, by reason of their 
enhanced prosperity, as well as ourselves, 
will be able to buy more from England. She 
would not suffer from the proposed change. 
The increase of wealth and progress would 
superinduce an increased trade and larger 
imports. It would be a promotion of pros- 
perity all round, Canada getting the most 
and England and the United States coming 
in as good seconds. The English will not be 
slow in appreciating this; while from an in- 
ternational point of view they will also ap- 
preciate the important result that it will con- 
duce to the strong and lasting friendship of 
the United States and Great Britain. 


RANDALL OR CLEVELAND. 

Both Democratic organs in this city are 
authority. for saying that Congressman Ran- 
dall is scheming and manipulating to get the 
nomination for President next summer, and 
that behind him are several National leaders 
of the Democracy. Now that Gov. Hill of 
New York hus dropped out—and the Presi- 
dent’s support of Fellows for District-Attor- 
ney of New York settled that matter—it is 
Cleveland against the field, with Randall the 
only opponent entered up to date. The gen- 
tleman from Philadelphia sustains something

nomination, only he does not attempt to ride 
in the same tariff wagon as his more prom- 
inent rival. Mr. Randall has this much in 
his favor, that his candidacy as against Mr. 
Cleveiand’s means something besides mere 
personal ambition. The two men repre- 
sent and stand for radically different views 
on the public question which is just now 
most prominentiy before the country. Mr. 
Cleveland has declared himself in the plain- 
est possible terms in favor of a large reduc- 
tion of the surplus and great changes in the 
tariff. Mr. Randall 1s not much of a talker, 
but he has twice carried his point in opposi- 
tion to revenue reform, and may again. 
Nothing could be more appropriate than a 
square set-to between them in the next Dem- 
ocratic Nationai Convention. 

Judging by its professioi#™the Democracy 
should renominate Mr. Cieveland. As a rule 
that party has always posed to catch the votes 
of those citizens who believe in taxation for 
revenue only; but now, as often in its earlier 
history, the professions of the party are one 
way and its practices another. Mr. Cleve- 
land himself may be perfectiy sincere, but 
his'party cannot escape the verdict of guilty 
of pretending one thing and doing the op- 
posit. Two successive Congresses lived out 
their days, each with the Democrats holding 
the key of the situation, and nothing was 
done to lighten the burden of National taxa- 
tion. If actions speak louder than words 
then Randall, and not Cleveland, should re- 
ceive the nomination of the Democracy for 
the next Presidency. He is the real 
representative head of his party. Mr. 
Cleveland, with his loud appeals for 
revenue reform while his party in the House 
of Representatives refuses to move a peg in 
that direction, serves to accentuate the in- 
consistency of his party, and that is about 
all. If the present session of Congress drags 
along and Randall repeats his feat of being 
in practical tariff legislation a biger man” 
than the President, then with what show of 
consistency could the Democracy prefer the 
President to the ex Speaker! 


Ar the meeting of the Board of Education 
Wednesday evening the first steps were 
taken towards a wholly unnecessary expend- 
iture,which will amount to millions of dollars 
within afew years. The report of a com- 
mittee in favor of tearing down the Douglas 
School in the Fourth Ward was adopted and 
the board’s architect instructed to draw plans 
for a new twenty-four room building, with 
an assembly hall,” to take its place. It was 
held that the present Douglas building was 
unhealthy and unsuited for school purposes, 
and that it would cost $75,000 to put it in 
good repair. The architect gave this as 
his opinion at the same time that he said the 
new building with the “assembly hall” 
would cost in the neighborhood of 990,000 
Inspector Genung of tne Health Department, 
a practical mechanic and an expert sanitary 
officer, who examined the old building, main- 
tains that it can be put into good repair and 
its sanitary condition made all right at a cost 
of $6,000 or $7,000. The School Board ignored 
the report of the health officer, and it is evi- 
dent that the intention is to adopt the $90,000- 
plan of the architect for the new building 
with assembly hail—the latter being in- 
tended for gymnastic purposes, presumably. 
But this is only the beginning of the ex- 
travagance. At the same session delega- 
tions urged the tearing down of the Lincoln 
and the Brown Schools on account of their 
unsanitary condition and old-fashioned ar- 
rangement. Ninety-thousand-dollar bulld- 
ings, with “assembly halls,” will be re- 
quired to take their places. If the 
Brown, the Douglas, and the Lin- 
coln are torn down because they are 
old-fashioned and because there are 
complaints of their unsanitary condition 
there will be demands for new ninety-thou- 
sand-doliar buildings to take the place of all 
the structures erected about the same tine or 
previously—the Dore, the Wells, the Foster, 
the Holden, the Newberry, etc. No wonder 
the Board of Education, feeling so liberally 
disposed, asks for an appropriation of $2,800,- 
000 for schools this year, being an increase 
of nearly a million dollars over last year. 
The board’s architect can devise plans for 
the expenditure of the whole amount to the 
great benefit of favorit contractors.

MANITOBA'S LEGISLATURE IN SESSION. 


Downfall of the Ministry Headed by Dr. 
Harrison Certain. 
WINNIPEG, Man., Jan. 12.—8 The 
Legislature of Manitoba opened this afternoon 
with the new Ministry headed by Dr. Harrison 
in office. In the speech from the throne the 
Lieutenant-Governor severely condemned the 
Dominion Government for its exercise of the 
veto power in the case of the Red River Valley 
Railway, and announced that a new measure 
would be introduced for completing that work 
and affording the province relief. He also an- 
nounced that there was a serious deficiency in the 
revenue. The House adjourned until Monday, 
when the struggle will begin. The Government 
admit they cannot hold power, a number of their 
followers having notified them that in view of 
the serious charges of corruption preferred 
nst the Government they will withdraw 
su unless the latter vindicate them- 
selves. fallof the Government is certain, 
and the Lieutenant-Governor will be appealed 
to to dissolve the House and precipitate another 
Section. If he follows the constitutional prac- 
tice, however, he will call on Thomas Greenmay, 
leader of the opposition, to form an Administra- 
tion. Even m case of a general election the 
Government will be beaten and power will be 
vested ina new Government, composed of a 
coalition of Liberals and those Conservatives 
who are opposed to the policy of the Dominion 
Government.

SUICIDE BY THE USE OF EXPLOSIVES. 


The Anarchist Lingg’s Self-Destruction Not 


the First Case of Its Kind. 

London St. James’ Gazette: The suicide of 
the Anarchist Lingg by meansof a deton- 
ator exploded in his mouth is not the first 
self-murder of its kind. The annual reports 
of Col. Majendie and his colleagues contain 
several instances of suicide by a similar use 


of explosives. 

Thus, in 1876, a mative of Alsace put a dyna- 
mite cartridge in his mouth and fired it, 
with the result of blowing his head and 
the upper part of his body to pieces. In 
June the same year, at Wickham Market 
in Suffolk, a woman named Solomon, 
the wife of an oil merchant, 
purchased a quantity of gunpowder, and hav- 
ing made a circle of it and placed herself in 
the midst she fired the powder. The experi- 
ment was unsuccessful; only slight injuries 
were inflicted upon the woman. Thereupon 
she went to an outhouse, and putting a quan- 
tity of gunpowder into a pail p herself 
over the bucket and applied @ match On 
this occasion her injuries were more severe, 
but for her purpose the — was again 
a failure, and so she hacked at her throat 
with a knife. She was found in a most 
lamentable condition, and died next day. 

At Nittshill in Scotiand, in October of the 
same year, a miner named Duncan obtained 
some dynamite and blasting fuse and went 
into the street, where he placed the dynamite 
on the ground, leaned over it and lighted the 
fuse. At this moment some boys, attracted 
by his unusual attitude, came toward him. 
„Keep back,“ shouted Duncan, for the love 
of God, or you will be blown into eternity!” 
The boys stood aloof; in a few moments 
there was aloud explosion, and Duncan was 
blown to atoms. In September, 1881, a miner 
at Runcorn filled his mouth with gunpowder, 
—— it with a match, and succeeded in 


owing the top of his head off. An almost 


identical instance occurred in 1888 at Canter- 
bury, when a waiter named Simmons de- 
stroyed himself by exploding a quantity of 
gunpowder in his mouth. 

A more elaborate application of explosives 

to the purposes of suicide and murder com- 
bined was recorded the same year. At Dune- 
din, New Zealand, a cierk named Stephenson, 
who had been separated from his wife for 
some time on account of drunkenness, met 
her in the street and exploded a dynamite 
cartridge close to her head, his own head 
being placed at the same moment very near 
pe A hers. Both were almost completely blown 
of. 
In the year 1884 three suicides of this sort 
were recorded. One was committed in June 
at Munich by a soldier of the r field 
artillery, who had misconducted himself and 
wished to avoid punishment. He loaded a 
cannon with some gunpowder and pieces of 
iron, and, placing himself in front of it, fired 
it. Another case occurred in the Bois de 
Boulogne the same month, when a man blew 
himself to pieces by exploding an iron box 
capable of containing about ten pounds of 
gunpowder. Butthe most remarkabie case 
occurred on the West Coast of Africa. The 
King of Falaha being attacked by a Moham- 
medan force, atid finding resistance impos- 
sible, he assembled his family and principal 
officers, ana after addressing them and inti- 
mating his determination never to accept 
Mohammedanism, and inviting those who did 
not with him to go away, he applied a 
light to a large quantity of gunpowder col- 
lected for the e,and blew the palace 
and all who were in it to pieces.

He testified that Max Newhouse had personally 
received the warehouse receipt after the goods 
were taken there, and that he had also been 
present Dec. 2, when the goods had been trans- 
ferred from Sibley's to Gibbs’ warehouse and at 
No. 81 Clark street. A young man, whom he 
could not identify, was present when Max New- 
house came Dee. 2. 

Frank Glickauf, son of Samuel Glickauf, was 
then called. He said that he had stored the 
goods from Sibley's warehouse at Gibbs’ by 
the order of bis father. Part of the goods were 
take to No. 81 Clark street simply to save stor- 
age. taken to Gibbs’ warehouse were 
stored in name of S. Treulich.

It Receives Notice to Vacate Its Present 
Quarter in Evanston March i1-—The 
Building Belongs to the Soldiers’ Home 
and the Latter Orgauization Wants to 
Make Some Money Out of Its Property 
—Where Will the Girls Go? 

At a meeting of the Board of Trustees of 
the Industrial School for Girls held yester- 
day afternoon the Secretary read a com- 


| munication which had a most disturbing ef- 


fect. It was from the Soldiers’ Home Board 
asking the Industrial School to vacate the 
building in Evanston owned by the Soldiers’ 
Home and occupied by the Industrial School 
since 1876. The resolution to this effect 
stipulated that the building should be va- 
cated by March 1. Mrs. George B. Marsh, 
President of the Industrial School, was seen 
at her home last evening. 

“This notice was entirely unexpected,’’ 
said Mrs. Marsh, and we are totally unpre- 
pared for it, To say that we will be discom- 
moded will be putting it very mildly. We 
positively do not know where we shall find a 
roof to cover them. I cannot understand 


this sudden resolution on the part 
of the Soldiers’ Home. Our relations 
have always been most amicable, as 
well they might be, when the Soldiers’ Home 
Board have conferred so many favors upon 
us. We have always been very grateful to 
them for the kindness which hey have 
shown us.“ 

Have you not paid rent for their buila- 


ing! 

„We paid rent the first two years. After 
that a peculiar plan was followed out. We 
were allowed the use of the building in ex- 
change for the care of all the soldiers’ or- 
phans they sentus. We have done as we 
promised, and faithfully taken care of ail 
that have come tous. But I understand that 
the board does not think we are caring for 
enough to compensate for the rental at pres- 
ent. In the agreement which we made there 
was no stipulation about the number to be 
cared for. We were to take all that were 
sent. We have always done that. The county 
allows us $10 a month for every child it sends 
tous. For this we clothe, feed, ana educate 
them, and care for them in every 
way. We will say that what the coun- 
ty allows us is a fair amount. If it 


is, the Soldiers’ Home has received the equiv- 
alent of adequate rental at our hands. We 
have had once and for a short time twenty- 
three soldiers’ orphans in the school. The 
number has varied greatly. I am not sure 
how many there are there at present. It 
may be eight, or ten, or twelve. I know that 
there are quite a number.“ 

“Then you cannot tell why the Soldiers’ 
Home Board have taken this resolution or 
what they intend to do with their building?” 

No, I cannot imagine. If they had chosen 
May as the month for us to move in it would 
not have seemed so bad. But March is a ter- 
rible month; and what is worse, it is only six 
weeks away. It is evident that we could not 
build in six weeks even if we had the money 
—which we have not got. Mrs. Talcott once 
sare us a present of $5,000, and other friends 

added $3,000, enabli us to buy a beautiful 
and extensive piece o 2 at Park Rid 
It is twenty- . Se higher than 
lake, has a ring of water 
it, and is porary wooded. We 
have long contemplated building, but 
have no means for doing so. If we were to 
ask the State for an appropriation we would 
forfeit our charter, which especially provides 
against it. 1 can’t tell how it is, but it seems 
to me that it is a very difficult matter to m- 
terest the public in a school of this sort for 
giris. It seems only just that an institution 
of this sort should have the encouragement 
of the public.“ 

Did the Soldiers’ Home Board ask you for 
any back rent!“ 

“Yes, they ask for rent back to last July. 
I have not promised to pay it, orto ask for 
the money. I wish to meet the board, or 
some members of it, and have a talk with 
them. We have always been good friends, 
and I mean we shall remain so; but Iam 
puzzled and infinitly distressed by the pres- 
ent demand. We have over a hundred girls 
at the school. Where in the world can we 
find a place on six weeks’ notice to house 
over a hundred girls!“ 

THB SOLDIERS’ HOME BOARD'S STORY. 

Mrs. Myra Bradwell is a prominent mem- 
ber of the Soidiers’ Home Board, having 
been closely associated with it since its be- 
ginning, and being, indeed, one of the fore- 
most organizers. “Ido not think there is 
any occasion for a sensational article, she 
said when questioned about the matter. 
“The Soldiers’ Home have allowed the In- 
dustrial School to use their building since 
1876. The first two years they received a 
nominal rent. Since then they have received 
none. Itis true that the Industrial School 
has contributed toward the supportof some of 
the soldiers’ orphans, but our Secretary can 
find no record ot those admitted, and has no 
means of knowing the number—or, indeed, if 
any were sent. r. Hamill was our Presi- 
dent, and his sudden death left some of the 
affairs of the board in an unarranged condi- 
tion. You say that Mrs. Marsh has the 
names of those admitted. I know that she 
has a correspondence between Dr. Hamill 
and herself concerning these orphans which 
she is going to lay before the retary of 
our board. Ithink the view that the Sol- 
diers’ Home Board takes of the matter is that 
there is no virtue in robbing Peter to 
pay Paul. The soldiers’ fund is used for 
charitable purposes. We permit ourselves | 
to draw only on our receipts from rented 
buildings, etc. We never encroach upon our 
capital, but we milk our interest dry eyery ‘ 
month. The ladies of our board believe on 
charity to be as good as another, an 
that if it is possible to seli the building at 
Evanston, or to rent it for a summer hotel or 
anything eise that will bring in a good in- 
come, it should be done.”’ 

“Why did you select March as the month 
when you wished it vacated !“ 

Because if it should be rented it would 
probably be wanted in May, and some time 
is needed in which to make repairs. The 
home has deen alittle unfortunate with its 
charities. The buriding formerly occupied 
by the Home for Incurables belongs to us, 
and when we asked them to vacate there 
was a good deal of teeling. They left with 
gréat haste, and our Secretary never knew 
until he received word from them that the 
building had been vacated. But I trust there 
will be nothing unpleusant in the present 
case. 

The building in question at Evanston was 
built at a cost of $13,000. The Industrial 
School has made substantial additions, con- 
sisting of a hospital, laundry, and kitchen, 
valued at $3,000. It was agreed when these 
were built that the Industrial School should 
have the right to move these away when 
they vacated the premises. Mrs. Bradwellis 
also Treasurer of the Industrial School, and 
feels her position somewhat delicate under 
the circumstances. 


BUTCHER PITNER AND HIS PIG.
